California oranges on the eastern 
auction markets, the price dropped 
off 12 cents a box to an average for 
the past week of $2.27 a box, while 
lemons, with decreased shipments, 
gained 14 cents a box for an average 
price of $5.27. 


Orange sales increased 72 cars to 


a total of 712, while lemon shipments 
were off 32 cars to 296. 


The growers' advisory committee 


of the California-Arizona marketing 
agreement has allocated this week's 
shipments as follows: 1175 cars of 
southern California valencias (pack- 
ed); 125 cars of southern California 
valencias (loose); five cars central 
California grapefruit; 80 cars south- 
ern California grapefruit. 


Citrus fruits still meet with heavy 


competition from, deciduous fruits 
and melons. Peach shipments, (' ili 
particular, broke a long-time record. 
The strike in New York also is said 
to have hurt citrus sales. 


The. California Fruit Growers Ex- 


change commented as follows: 


"The orange market showed fur- 


ther decline on extremely small 
sizes, but remained steady on the 
medium to large sizes during the 
past week. The volume of sales will 
exceed the total sales last week and 
there is every indication that the 
prevailing market level will continue 
for another week.

ditions. The weather along the east 
coast is somewhat cooler, resulting 
in lower prices.

AH three propositions in the 


bond election Tuesday met de- 
feat at the hands of voters of 
the state in one of the lightest 
votes cast at a California elec- 
tion many years. 


Little interest was shown in the 


election in Covina and surrounding 
precincts, 
all 
three 
propositions, 


however, receiving strong negative 
votes, Covina city 281 votes in the 
six precincts. Proposition No. 1, to 
provide a $13,950,000 bond issue for 
enlarging and improving state in- 
stitutions, was defeated by a vote 
of 196 to 85; proposition No. 2, to 
decide whether the state should 
make short-term loans to cover its 
present deficit of $28,000,000, lost 
by 243 to 37, and proposition No. 3, 
the Rector dam project, was defeat- 
ed by 225 to 54.

Agricultural Men 
Wage "Trapping" 
War on Insects 


"Trapping activities" are under 


way this week in Los Angeles coun- 
•ty. "A" men invaded citrus orchards 
armed with special glass traps, and 
hung them in orange trees. The 
traps are baited with fluids that par- 
ticularly attract fruit flies and other 
destructive pests. The trapping acti- 
vities are carried on annually by the 
"A" men, or agricultural inspectors, 
who work as relentlessly as the "G" 
men. 


A second line of defense to plant 


quarantine, the purpose of the work 
is to locate insect invasions before 
they have become too widely spread 
to be eradicated economically. 


The traps, placed near cull dumps 


and in other key locations where re- 
cently introduced pests would be 
expected to first make their appear- 
ance, are visited twice each month 
by an agricultural inspector, who 
examines them for the presence of 
alien insect enemies. 


Last summer, traps operated at 70 


different locations in the county lur- 
ed 276,000 insects, all of which prov- 
ed to be harmless or species already 
known to occur here, according to 
Kenneth L. Wolff, chief deputy agri- 
cultural commissioner in charge of 
insect pest survey. Wolff is a resi- 
dent of San Fernando.

"Just how thin action will affect 


the holders of various building and 
loan securities is a subject upon 
which it is impossible to generalize," 
he says.

has been compiled for and is avail- 
able to investors by Battelle, Dwyer 
& company.

Delinquent Tax 
Payments Climb 


Property owners in Covina and 


other parts of the county paid in 
nearly $1,000,000 to the county in 
delinquent taxes last month in order 
that they might still be property- 
owners, the county auditor's office 
announced this week. 


In the biggest July on record for 


delinquent payments, a total of 8220 
nayments were made, aggregating 
$927,333. This is nearly $200,000 in 
excess of the $733,151 paid in during 
July of last year, when only 7443 
payments were made. 


The moratorium on penalties ex- 


pires September 1, according to T. E. 
Tanner, chief of the division of tax 
redemptions. The law applies to 
property sold to the state for taxes 
of 1933 or prior. Due to the short 
time remaining, the county is urging 
taxpayers to secure statements as 
soon as possible.

Home, Sweet Home— 


Rev. Brubaker, returning from a year spent 


in foreign mission fields, expresses a deep 
regard for home, the Covina valley, its peace, 
security and relative prosperity. 


There are many who return from cross- 


country trips who express the same thought, 
and it is not a mere courtesy or formula, as 
one might think. It's true that with all of us 
"there's no place like home," wherever it may 
be, but that is not the motivating sentiment 
behind these remarks of travelers returning 
to this valley. This is actually one of the fine 
spots of the earth, in climate, in people, in 
aims and desires. For years the Argus has 
carried a sentiment in description on the 
front page: "A city within an orchard para- 
dise." That this also aptly describes many of 
our neighboring communities does not detract 
from its truth. 


Father Junipero Serra, dedicating the Mis- 


sion San Gabriel, spoke of the valley as "this 
lovely land." The desperate, starved pioneers 
that wound their weary way down from 
Cajon pass looked upon it and fell on their 
knees in thanksgiving. This valley has come 
to blossom with flowers and fruit, and a fine 
and courageous people have come to possess 
it. It is always, and always will be a welcome 
and heart-gripping sight to the wanderer from 
the valley, returning from distant lands. 


No Lack of Real Citrus 
Fruit Demand— 


In entering foreign markets, the citrus 


shippers soon learn they must meet prices 
established by foreign competitors, or as near- 
ly so as relates to quality and the attractive- 
ness of the package. 


But it is not actually the competition that 


forces this price, but the ability of the con- 
sumer to pay. This ability to pay is the over- 
looked factor in much of our merchandising 
today, and is only reluctantly recognized 
when purchasing power becomes so restricted 
as to draw sharp attention to it. 


The American railroad system has come to 


grief because it based its revenue largely on 
the cynicism of charging "all the traffic will 
bear." Trade is like water; if impounded in 
one direction it will seek another outlet, and 
will keep constantly seeking. If oranges and 
lemons are priced above consumer ability to 
pay, the consumer turns to other fruit. There 
is no such thing apparent as yet as that of con- 
sumer saturation in citrus fruit. The trade has 
never been supplied with enough oranges and 
lemons to meet the demand. The demand is 
ever-present beyond the capacity of the fruit 
grower to supply it. But the price often effec- 
tually turns away this demand, even though 
we may boast of our cheap methods of mar- 
keting. 


In all commodity selling the besetting sin 


is found in establishing high price and reap- 
ing large profits when there is a temporary 
high buying power. 


There are few who have had the vision of 


Henry Ford or of Proctor & Gamble, to main- 
tain a low price level thruout the fluctuations 
of buying power, and to cheapen price as 
volume increases. But this is very sound mer- 
chandising. 


We have heard too much about citrus fruit 


saturation points. We should hear more of 
prices adjusted to buying power, not only in 
times when buying power is low, but when it 
it receptive. When fish are hungry it is pos- 
sible to catch a few with bare hooks, but any 
fisherman will tell you it is poor policy, be- 
cause the fish will learn to keep away from 
hooks at all times. There isn't any consumer 
saturation point in sight as yet for citrus 
fruits. The problem is to get the fruit to the 
consumer consistently and constantly at a 
price that conforms with consumer capacity 
to pay. 


The Reason— 


Because ruthless murderers do often es- 


cape the rope thru the maze of the law, a 
crowd of citizens in California lynched the 
confessed killer of a California peace officer 
last week. 


The lynching of Clyde Johnson at Yreka 


was not so much because he killed Policeman 
Jack Daw in a gun duel as the fact that, in 
that same area, two years ago, a similar kill- 
ing took place, and the murderer is in Fol- 
som, still dickering with the courts for his 
liberty. 


While we all condemn lynching we still 


condone the lax parole system, and still tol- 
erate a criminal procedure that in many cases 
makes a farce of justice. 


Devoutly to Be Wished— 


This writer asked a conservative, success- 


ful business man to declare what to him 
would be the most encouraging news con- 
cerning the future. 


To know that business recovery would be 


very gradual and careful, he said. To know 
that every responsible man and woman in the 
country was of a determination to spend a 
little less than income. To know that no per- 
son was ever again to be granted loans on in- 
flated values; to know that all stock gamblers 
were to be prosecuted as common thieves; 
to know that we were to establish a long-view 
old age and unemployment insurance; to 
know that we were to outlaw cut-throat com- 
petition; to know that we will never partici- 
pate again in foreign wars; to know that the 
industrious are to be rewarded and protected 
instead of being robbed and exploited, and 
that integrity instead of cunning be given 
seats in finance and government. And these 
he asked, he said, in the name of One who 
laid down these precepts two thousand years 
ago. 


Where Love Beckons— 


A Covina valley boy, ten years old, without 


a penny, hitch-hiked to the General hospital, 
inquired his way around that maze of wards, 
and arrived at his mother's bedside. A River- 
side doctor, visiting another patient, gave him 
a dollar and brought him home.

find ways of visiting the sick. But oh, how 
many obstacles present themselves, and how 
many excuses there are for those who be- 
grudge the time and effort! 


And do you think that you may some day 


be privileged to present such a magnificent 
gift as that wilted, bedragled bunch of field 
flowers he gave into his mother's hand? 


Diplomatic Hand-Washing— 


Those who would not trade with Russia 


until she paid her war debt fail to remember 
that there is no point to turning down a cash 
customer because he owes an old bill. 


Under the new trade agreement signed last 


week, Russia is allowed to sell us furs, man- 
ganese and timber to the extent of thirty mil- 
lion dollars during the next twelve months. 
She must take our machinery and manufac- 
tured products in exchange. The amount is 
not much, but it will help a little. 


Regardless of past irritations, all of which 


have been financial, we need a friendly Rus- 
sia in the orient. If the truth could be had 
from diplomatic circles it is probable that the 
Japanese situation has as much to do with our 
recent trade agreement as has the desire to 
increase international trade.
